SULPHUR MARKET RELIEVED. 
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importers Aré Now More Hopeful Con- | 


cerning Supplies Afloat — Many 


Shipments Coming in by Way of 


Canada. 


The arrival of three steamers at Ameri- 


can ports this week, with upward of 7,000 | 


tons of sulphur aboard, greatly depressed 


the market for crude brimstone and did | 
much to relieve the minds of those pulp | 


manufacturers who are short.of supplies. 

The steamer Lord Warwick, with 1,250 
tons of Sicily brimstone abroad, touched 
at Halifax gn Monday for information -re- 
garding the Spanish warships and the pros- 
pect of getting the contraband 
through safely. She came into port here 
on Thursday, 


The steamship City of Truro, which | 


sailed from Licata, Sicily, the day war was 


declared by Spain, arrived at New York on | 


Wednesday with a cargo of 2,600 tons of 
sulphur, 

The British steamer Elwick arrived at 
Baltimore on Wednesday after a highly ex- 
citing experience, with 2,200 tons of Span- | 
ish pyrites for the Pennsylvania Salt Com- 
pany. Captain Wood, of the Elwick, start- 
ed to load 3,200 tons of pyrites for the 
United States at Huelva-on April 22. By 
April 27 he had 2,200 tons aboard.’ He 
told everyone he was going to take his 
cargo to Rotterdam, but in some way it 


got out that the pyrites was going to 
America, and Captain Wood was attacked 


by a mob and narrowly escaped with his 
life.. He was forced to put to sea without | 
waiting to complete his cargo. Soon after | 
leaving Gibraltar the Elwick was chased | 
by two Spanish torpedo boats, but man- | 
aged to outstrip them under cover. 

In addition to these steamers the Poca- 
hontas, with 1,500 tons of sulphur, is ex- 
pected to arrive within a week. Several | 
steamers are on their way to Canadiah 
ports with cargoes of sulphur, which will | 
doubtless find their way into American | 
markets. 

The effect of the arrival of steamers with 
sulphur was at once noticeable in the New | 
York market. Quotations dropped to $24 | 
@30 almost immediately and importers 
seemed much more hopeful of getting in 
other supplies afloat. The only difficulty 
now seems to be in getting ship captains 
who are willing to load sulphur for the 
United States and run the risk of confisca- 
tion of their ships and cargoes. 

Much of the 2,600 tons of sulphur on the 
City of Truro is understood to have been 
brought in by an importer on speculation. 
The cargoes of the Lord Warwick, Elwick 
and Pocahontas, however, are said to be 
all sold, 

Pulp manufacturers are building upon 
being able to bring in all the sulphur they 
need from Canada. Over 10,000 tons for

One of the largest manufacturers in the 

combine told me to-day that the output of 
concerns could be itemized

100 envelopes per day. It will be seen by 
the foregoing that the largest plant is the 
Holyoke Envelope Company, and it was 
stated that this company had for some 
time held supremacy in point of output. 
The man furnishing the above figures, 
after seeing the footings, said that they 
need not be changed. I endeavored to as- 
certain the capacity of the plants but he 
was unable to furnish the desired informa- 
tion: but I am assured that should occa- 
sion demand it the daily output could 
be run up to a point above 20,000,000 en- 
velopes per day.. This, of course, with the 
present equipment. 

If the present intentions are carried out 
the plants will be turned over to the new 
company during July, and the concern will 
be able to begin the manufacture of en- 
velopes not later than August 1, and it is 
hoped that the deal will be consummated 
before that date. Mr. Shibley is pushing 
his part forward with all possible dispatch, 
and I am assured by reliable authority that 
all of the stock, with the exception of 
about $750,000, has been subscribed for.

With a capitalization of $7,000,000, 
proposed, the new company should be able 
start and maintain a 
business. The capitalization is proposed to 
be divided thus: Four million dollars in 
preferred stock, which will draw 7 
interest; $2,000,000 in gold bonds, 
interest at 6 per cent., and to be retired in 
twenty years, and $1,000,000 in common 
stock, which cannot be bought by anyone 
outside the That 
the combination will merge into a success- 
ful cannot be doubted from the 
following table of estimates as figured out 
by one of the proposed directors: He says 
that the $2,000,000 bonds will require $120,- 
000 annually for interest, the $4,000,000 in 
stock $280,000, making a total of $400,000. 
In addition to this the company will put 
aside $75,000 annually for a sinking fund, 
and it is reckoned that this, with interest, 
will be more than sufficient to meet the 
bonds at their expiration. This makes a 
grand total of ' $475,000 required for the 
capital stock. The companies are now 
making $428,000 annually, according to the 
reports of the experts who have been over 
the books, and this director states that the 
new company can easily make $1,000,000, 
owing to the reductions which can be ob- 
tained in the purchasing prices and the 
savings in the cost of selling the goods. 

It costs the Holyoke Envelope’ Com- 
pany annually $30,000, which is charged to 
the selling account, and Mr. Abbe assures 
me that this expense can be reduced to 
$5,000 annually under the new company. 
The expenses of the other plants will be 
reduced proportionately. Mr. Abbe states 
that the business of the concerns has not 
been above the average for the past rive 
years, and this very likely was one of the 
reasons which induced many oi the plants 
to sell. 

The bonds are sold with the option that 
they can be retired in ten years at 104 and 
interest if the United States Company 
deems fit; and is planned to do this, 
thereby saving the interest on the bonds.

Since the last issue of THe JourRNAL 
the sulphur market has undergone a com- 
plete change. Several vessels have arrived 
with an aggregate of about 7,000 tons of 
Sicilian brimstone, and the effect of these 
arrivals was instantaneous, the market 
breaking to almost its normal figures. 
Some of the vessels had some exciting ex- 
periences, and it is very evident that the 
business of bringing sulphur from Italy to 
this country at present is not the most 
congenial and nerve-soothing occupation. 
The makers of sulphite who are fortunate 
enough to own some of this newly arrived 
stock will no doubt congratulate them- 
selves on the position of affairs. 





Tuere has been no marked change in 





the business situation so far as the paper 
trade is concerned, and matters continue as 
they have for several weeks past. News 
mills are crowded with orders, and ma- 
chines are being operated on Sundays in 
some cases, in order that customers’ calls 
may be satistied. Book is in fair move- 
ment and manilla mills are well occupied, 
while other grades are getting their share 
of business. Paper bags have advanced, 
and in fact nearly all manufacturers are en- 
joying themselves, so far as demands for 


their products are concerned, 
_ 


Ten of the largest manufacturers of 
commercial envelopes have agreed to sell 
out their plants to a corporation which is 
to be organized under the laws of the 
State of Maine, and which is to be known 
as the United States Envelope Company. 
This is the result of an effort at a combi- 
nation which has been persistently adhered 
to since last fall, and which was carried 
out on lines entirely different from any 
which have heretofore been put in opera- 
tion in the envelope business. The com- 
bined plants have an output of from 15,- 
000,000 to 20,000,000 envelopes a day, and 
there is considerable speculation being in- 
dulged in as to what the effect of the 
movement will be. As there are a goodly 
number of machines outside of the com- 
bination, and as people as a rule do not 
prefer to make purchases of a combina- 
tion, it is expected that outside makers 
will have an increase of business, and that 
this may possibly lead to a keen compe- 
tition between “ins” and “outs,” with the 
usual lowering of prices. The fact that the 
“ins” control the largest portion of the 
total output is a factor which will prob- 
ably have controlling weight. It is sug- 
gested that possibly the new company 
may in course of time build or acquire a 
paper mill. This is coupled with the sug- 
gestion that if such were the case paper 


makers might build or acquire an enve-

The Profit of an Infringer.

Gen. B. R. Cowen, special master in the 
case of the National Folding Box and Pa- 
per Company v. the Dayton Paper Nov- 
elty Company and others, has filed his 
final report in the Circuit Court. General 
Cowen finds that the number of infring- 
ing boxes manufactured and sold by the 
defendants during the infringing period, 
that is, from January 1, 1889, to January 4, 
1893, was 889,172; that the gross amount 
of sales of the infringing boxes amounted 
to $48,606.04; that the cost of the material 
entering into the manufacture of the boxes 
did not exceed $25,572.20; that the receipts 
from the sales of the infringing boxes con- 
stituted 10 per cent. of the defendant’s en 
tire business during the infringing period;

the defendant company made a net profit 
of $14,214.40, to which the complainant is 
entitled.

Those concerns having plenty of 
power have usually only to put in a few 
more rag engines and draimers and they 
are equipped to substitute cotton waste for 
sulphite at short notice. 
of the mills are turning attention to other 
forms of strong fibre and the reign of sul- 
phite, in some mills at least, in view of 
the decreasing supply of spruce in the 
United States, will be greatly affected 
even after the price of sulphur resumes its 
normal figure again.

A change in the weather and the big en- 
velope combination are the leading feat- 
ures of the past week’s developments. 

The change in the weather is most wel- 
come, as is likewise the change in the en- 
velope business—to those directly inter- 
ested. 

Since Tue Journat will no doubt give 
the full particulars of this new envelope 
deal, a presentation of the facts by the 
writer is hardly necessary at this time. This 
move has been under consideration for a 
long while, and now that the deal is per- 
fected the envelope manufacturers are to 
be congratulated if the combination will 
make the business more profitable.

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APPLETON, Wis., May 17, 1898. 

Business conditions continue to duplicate 
| the immediate past hereabouts. The de- 
| mand for print paper continues to be very 
strong. One manufacturer told me to-day 
| that he filled himself up with orders last 
week at 2.25, so as to be obliged to with- 
draw all quotations. I am informed by oth- 
ers that they are selling all the print they 
can make for 2.50 at the mill, and there now 
seems to be about as good a chance for 
print to go to 3 cents as there was a few 
weeks ago that it would reach 2.50. 

It is reported here that the Fox River Pa- 
per Company, of Appleton, has determined 
to turn the attention of a part of its ma- 
chinery to print paper. The Fox River 
people have been making flats and book 
papers exclusively, having not long ago 
gone into making loft dried papers. The 
quietness of the market for the better grade 
papers, however, together with the great 
activity in print, is what is responsible for 
the present movement. The representatives 
of the company will neither affirm nor deny 
the accuracy of the report, which is here 
| presented for what it is worth. 

The market for flat and book papers has 
been rather uneven of late, having exhib- 
| ited some little spurts, which have, how- 
ever, been quickly followed by a reaction, 
so that the general condition of the mar- 
ket has been one of dullness and lack of 
demand. The mills are anxious for or- 
ders. One manufacturer to-day expressed 
it to me in this way: “The people,” he 
said, “are thinking about nothing but-the 
war news. They are buying the newspa- 
pers freely, and that makes the print mar- 
ket lively, but they are not staying home 
nights and reading books, as they have 
been accustomed to do, so that one of the 
biggest publishers in Chicago told me the 
other day that new books from which he 
had expected great sales, from their espe- 
cially seasonable and timely nature, had 
simply had to be withdrawn. Then how 
can the big firms get out catalogues now? 
They can't tell what the prices of

Another meeting of the West- 
ern Book Paper Makers’ Association is to 
be held in Chicago on the 24th. It is even 
predicted that the price of book will go up 
before it goes down. It will have to go 
up pretty soon if it doesn’t want print pa- 
per to catch it!

It seemed quite 
home-like to be told by Publisher Rose- 
water, of the Omaha Bee, that the paper 
that could be heard roaring through his 
presses in the basement was made by the 
Kimberly & Clark Co.

Dear Sir: My attention was called to 
an article in the last issue of your paper, 
in which Olin Scott, mechanical engineer, 
attempts to discredit the statement made 
by myseif relative to the Challenge 
ie Grinder in use in our mill, and as he is 
. a stickler after truth, I will endeavor to 
a show wherein he is lacking in this sub- 
lime virtue, so far as his knowledge of 
the working of our mill is concerned at 
least. To do this it will only be necessary 
for me to refer to the monthly report 
of our mill, and as an example | will 
take the figures for the months of April, 
1896 and 1897, as during these periods 
the river is usually at its greatest height. 
In April, 1896, we were operating two 
New England Grinders, and the output 
of the mill was 825,300 pounds of pulp, 
as against 1,121,400 pounds during the 
month of April, 1897, or a gain of 
290,100 pounds, when we were operat- 
ing the two Challenge Grinders. In ad- 





dition to this gain the pulp was of a 
superior quality, and was double screened 
instead of single screened, as was pulp 
manufactured in 1896. The report of our 
mill for the largest run made in twenty- 
four hours will also show that my conten- 
tion that the Challenge Grinders are 
superior to those formerly used by us is 
correct.

Ropes have special advantages for cer- 
tain fornmis of power transmission in paper 
mills, and the accompanying diagrams ex- 


plain some methods for setting them up. 
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Systems OF Rope TRANSMISSION. 


Fig: 1 shows how two shafts may be op- 
erated in different directions. If only one 
rope is used in single grooved wheels, or 
if a series of ropes are used and each 
strand run independently, wheels c and d 
will be all that are required to carry the 
drive from a to b. If one rope is used and 
carried around the wheels three or four 
times, the carrier wheels f g will be need- 
ed to guide the rope from the last groove 
of the wheel to the first groove of the 
wheel b. This forms the endless rope sys- 
tem of power transmission and is preferred 
in paper mill work to the independent rope 
system, owing to the fact that the atmos- 
pheric conditions least affect the former. 
If there is an independent rope in each 
groove one or two of the: ropes may sag 
more than other to such an extent as 
to cause considerable trouble from slipping 
and striking the other ropes. If the rope 
is of the endless style, then the stretch is

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alike and the sag and other conditions 
equal. It is a good plan to provide wheel 
f with an adjustable bearing, as shown at 
e, so that the tension of the rope can be 
regulated. If this wheel is set in a mov- 
able bearing and provided with a weight 
the tension will be self-regulating. 

In Figs. 2 and 3 is shown a method for 
driving heavy work on the -single rope 
plan. Fig. 2 shows the rope leaving the 
outside groove of the top wheel at a and 
crossing over to the opposite groove of 
the lower pulley at 6. Fig. 3 shows a good 
way to accomplish this. A tension carrier 
is set up over the drive, consisting of 
wheel g, ‘which can be put on a shaft pro- 
vided with a worm for regulating the ten- 
sion of the rope by adjusting, or the wheel 
may be placed on a shaft in a sort of a car- 
riage arrangement and made to automati- 
cally regulate the tension. The carriage 
can be forged and fitted with grooved 
wheels d d, and the latter operated on a 
track, as shown. A cord can run over an- 
other little grooved wheel and support the 
weight e. This weight will pull on the car- 
riage enough to keep the tension right. 

Some styles of shifting and disconnect- 
ing devices used on rope drives are next 
shown. Probably the simplest form of 
shifting a rope from the groove of a tight 
pulley to the groove of a loose pulley is 
shown in Fig. 4. 
a couple of inches of the centre flange ot 
the tight pulley, as at a. The loose pul- 
ley has no flange, so that only a light pres- 
sure of the shifter b is required to guide 
the rope through the gap from one pulley 
to the other. The pin and collar method is 
shown in Fig. 5. Two pins, } b, are set 
into the hub a, and a collar c, which is sup- 
plied with corresponding holes, d d, to re- 
ceive these pins, is operated by the lever 
e. This lever is pivoted at f, and is worked 
from any point by means of the rod g. 
The collar c is movable on the shaft but 
turns with it, as a loose key is provided 
ath. Fig. 6 shows a frictional style which 
depends upon the friction between the 
leather covered beveled wheel a and a sim- 
ilarly tapered surface inside the rim of the 
rope pulley. A keyed collar works this af- 
fair, and the collar is manipulated by lever 
b and rod d. A simple clutch contrivance 
is shown in Fig. 7. This is calculated to 
be used next a pulley. The half a is tight 
on the shaft and the half } is keyed in such 
a way that it can be shifted parallel with 
the shaft by means of lever ¢ and connect- 
ing rod e. When the clutch is in, of course 
the side a is caused to turn and the shaft 
with it. seal 

When the clutch is open the side a and 
its shaft are idle. Unlike the former meth- 
ods the shaft is not in one piece. It has 
been found advisable to adopt means to 
mechanically detect splices or other parts 
of the ropes that may be giving out before 
the ends pull apart. The telltale device in 
Fig. 8 is easily made. A little wood wheel 
a is studded on a T-shaped arm and this 
arm is put on a stud on the stand b. .A 
small bell is attached at ¢ and two spiral 
springs connected with the stand and arm 
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as shown. The wheel a should be set so 
that the rope barely touches it. So long 
as the surface of the rope is right nothing 
occurs. But if a splice breaks out or a 
rope weakens and strands extend out of it 
the loose ends strike the wheel a and set 
the arm to rocking, causing the bell to 
ring and give warning. Another plan is 


shown in Fig. 9. The arm a can be forged 
and fixed on a pin b and the latter fastened 
A spiral spring c is fitted 


to the bracket d.

Just what Canadian statesmen would do 
if they did not have tariff duties to discuss, 
particularly that which referred to wood 
pulp and paper, would be a very complex 
problem. Now is being agitated what 
treatment is to be accorded to British-made 
paper manufactured from foreign pulp 
wood, The Finance Minister is said to 
have stated that the paper would have to 
be substantially the product of British in- 
dustry to receive the benefit of the pref- 
erential tariff duty. This talk took place 
in Parliament at Ottawa; and immiediately 
brought out quite a discussion. Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright gave it a§ his opinion that 
the British paper manufacturer secured ad- 
vantage over the United States manufac- 


| turer under the preferential rate, and he 


ought, in consequence, to improve his posi- 
the Canadian market. The bal- 
ance of trade had been against him hereto- 
fore, and the Canadian Government 
thought it about time to give John Bull a 
chance. 

Another member, named Powell, de- 
clared that the preferential tariff scheme 
was a sham, no matter how it was viewed. 
He thought that if Canada wanted to make 
a contribution to Great Britain for the 
sake of the Imperial deal it ought to be in 
the shape of a contribution to her navy, 
which could be placed in Canadian waters. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said it was an 
excellent maxim that if we wanted other 
people to buy from us we must also buy 
from them. The Government was taking the 
necessary steps to encourage the trade of 
Great Britain with Canada, and at the 
same time to confer a benefit on the Cana- 
dian consumers. 

Mr. Powell replied that the trade re- 
turns showed the maxim to which Sir 
Richard Cartwright alluded to be a fallacy. 
Last year an export trade with Great Bri- 
tain showed an increase of millions over 
the previous year; on the other hand, our 
importations from the United States 
showed an increase, while our importations 
from Great Britain had declined. 

The Postmaster-General of Canada, Mr. 
Mulock, now proposes that only weekly 
papers published within the ten-mile zone 
shall enjoy exemption from the new rate 
of half a cent per pound. The new postal
